GOLDEN  ACRE  (Special)  .

A  round,  late  sort  of  medium  size,  very  heavy  and  hard-heading,  grown  ex¬ 
tensively  for  the  Chicago  market  where  they  claim  it  is  not  subject  to  blight 
or  disease.  Will  grow  where  the  Hollander  and  Danish  varieties  fail  because 
of  the  disease  known  as  “yellows”  which  has  been  so  prevalent  there  in  the 
last  few  years. 

PENN  STATE  BALLHEAD  . . .  . 

A  very  hard  and  tight-heading  selection  of  Danish  Ballhead  which  for  this 
reason  yields  an  increased  tonnage  per  acre.  It  may  be  planted  closer  because 
of  restricted  leaf-growth.  The  heads  are  solid,  uniform,  fine-grained,  on  short 
stems  and  keep  wonderfully  well.

ROUND  RED  DUTCH  (EARLY)  . 

Earlier  than  Red  Rock. 

MAMMOTH  RED  ROCK  .
